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JUST A BIG NAVAL 
DEMONSTRATION 


s the Object of Movement 
pf U.S. Battleships To 
Pacific Coast 


Ray, N.Y., July 7.—The sig- 
nificance of Rear Admiral Brownson’s 
addition to the somewhat ‘meagre in 
formation which has come from Presi 


dent Roosevelt regarding the conte-n- 
plated two ocean manoeuvres of the 
Atlantic fieet, is regarded here as hay 
ing been overworked in comment, ex- 
cerpt and otherwise, whieh has since 
been indulged in on both continents. 

Admiral Brownson came to Gyster 
Bay on Friday to take lunch with the 
president, professing entire ignorance 
of the plans for the manoeuvres 
When he left Sagamore Hill to take 
the train for Washington, the admir- 
al had one thought which he wished 
emphasized—that it was desirable 
and important to demonstrate to the 
world how quickly the American navy 
could transfer its fighting strength 
from one ocean to the other. This 
wes distinetly in addition to the pre 
sident’s previous statement issued 
through Secretary Loeb, wherein th 
object of the manoeuvre was said to 
be an exercise for the benefit of the 
navy to perfect its training in fleet 
exercise on an extended geale. What 
came from President Roosevelt 
ihrough Admiral Brownson is decid 
edly a different and much broader 
design. President Roosevelt has been 
consistently cdvocating a ‘large navy 
as the surest guarantee of peace he 
tween the United States and all for- 
eign powers, Heretofore a large navy 
has been considered solely from the 
point of view of the number of ships 
and their fighting capacity. With 
this idea in practice the Ameriean 
navy has grown steadily, President 
Roosevelt proposes to give the world 
a somewhat startling demonstration 
of what the American navy is capable 
of doing to protect either or both of 
th extended shore lines of the United 
States. As Admiral Brownson said 
“There is no time like the present 
for such a demonstration, a time 
when the United States is at peace 
with every nation.” 

In everything that has come from 
the President regarding tht move 
ment it has been indicated that the 
fleet, wherever it may go, is be 
brought back to the Atlantic, and 
that’ the return is to be as much a 
demonstration oi speed as the out- 
ward journey. 

While it is asserted with all pos- 
sible emphasis that there is no foun- 
dation or apprehension of trouble, 
immediate or future, between the Un 
ited States and Japan, the proposed | 
demonstration with the fleet can be! 
looked upon in no other light than 
that President Roosevelt intends to

How it ts Done. 


A rope is thrown over the animal's 
neck, and drawn between his fore- 
legs and under his hind quarters. He 
is jerked to the floor and his feet are 
tied, Then a small rope is twisted 
around his nose, and pulled, so as to 
divert his attention from his tail, The 
hair is then parted at the spot. The 
skin is severed, and the bone is cut 
with a pair of shears. Immediately 
a white hot iron is applied to stop 
bleeding The latter feature is not 
always necessary, 

Dr. Stuart of the Ontario Veterin 
ary College, says that in his opinion 
the operation is very painful. As 
for the after éffeets, he says, there is 
really no harm done, and if the horse 
is protected from flies, by means of 
a net, he suffers no inconvenience. 

Humane Society's Fight. 

The Humane Societies of Canada 
have opposed the practice, and have 
proclaimed loud against it, at every
